This bull was sired Langwater Frenchman 19226, sire 
forty Advanced Register daughters, and was grandson 
Dolly Dimple’s May King Langwater 12997, the sire 
Langwater Nancy 27943 with 18783.5 pounds milk and 
1011.66 pounds butter fat class His dam, Squire’s 
Dido’s Daisy 29480, has Advanced Register record 
8354.7 pounds milk and pounds butter fat 
class and her sire, Lily Ella’s Squire 6597, has fifteen Ad- 
vanced Register daughters. 


The production shown this pedigree was transmitted 
through Majesty Linwood 33112 his grade offspring 
these two Crawford County herds. Eleven daughters the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association averaged 7469 pounds 
milk containing 393.9 pounds butter fat. “Sassy,” one

fully realize that there may excellent reasons for the 
practices condemn, and have desire disparage the 
judgment men older and wiser than myself. opinions, 
however, they are taken the spirit which they are 
presented can harm, and may help stimulate thought 
this fascinating subject.

The same holds true the writing pedi- 
grees, with the additional drawback that apostrophies add 
two extra spaces name and make pronunciation more 
difficult.

Georgia Experiment Station Developing New Treatment 


Georgia Experiment Station, cooperation with the 
Georgia Bureau Live Stock Industry, has for the past 
four years been studying infectious abortion cattle one 
its major projects. This work was started primarily with 
the idea working out practical method controlling 
and eradicating this disease from herd means quaran- 
tine and sanitation. Progress has been made this but 
view the fact that many the details this method still 
need tried out further not deemed timely issue 
announcement now this phase the work. 

the summer 1924, plans were made for series ex- 
periments study the possible curative properties 
number chemical compounds when injected into the blood 
stream the animals infected with the abortion organism. 
All the compounds considered were blood-stream disin- 
fectants. was hoped that infectious abortion might 


cured one more these compounds much the same 
way syphilis cured man. 


All work along this line has been done cooperatively the 
Georgia Experiment Station and the Georgia Bureau 
Live Stock Industry. and McKinley Milledge- 
ville, Georgia, and Colonel George Mallet Jackson, 
Georgia, have assisted greatly this work contributing 
the use infected animals for the experiment. 


all the drugs considered for this work, acriflavine 
(diamino-methyl-acridinium chloride hydrochloride) was 
chosen for first trial because its bactericidal action and its 
apparent for the female generative organs. seems 
likely that some the other related compounds might have 
given similar results. 


The cows used the experiment with acriflavine had all 
aborted one more occasions and some them had 
evidently been rendered non-breeders this disease. 
All had given positive reactions the agglutination test 
dilutions ranging from one fifty one 500 and higher. 
Three successive intravenous injections the acriflavine 
physiological saline solution were given one week apart. 
The first injection for all cows was one 500 dilution, 
the second one 350 dilution and the third one 200 
dilution. The cows were divided into three groups two 
each. Those group one received 100 chemical compounds 
the solution each injection, group two received 150 
chemical compounds and group three received 200 chemical 
compounds each injection. 

Three tests the presence the disease the experi- 
mental cows were employed. The first was the agglutina- 
tion test the blood sera the cows; the second, the intra- 
peritoneal injection milk from the cows into guinea pigs; 
and the third, the calving records the 


Within one year after the work was started, the reaction 
the blood from one the cows gradually became less 
markedly positive and fourteen months was negative 
the test. The blood from all other cows was gradually 
losing its power agglutinate the organism. 


Post mortem findings the guinea pigs that were given 
intraperitoneal injection milk just prior the first 
treatment the cows with acriflavine were positive sev- 
eral cases after twelve weeks incubation. There were 
lesions found the guinea pigs injected with milk just

prior the second treatment the cows and seven days 
after the first treatment. Those guinea pigs injected seven 
days following the second and third treatments the cows 
showed slight lesions after incubation period twelve 
weeks, 

The calving record perhaps the most important all 
from practical standpoint. All cows receiving the two 
larger doses have bred and produced normal calves following 
normal gestation period. these cows had previously 
become non-breeders from the disease. The two cows 
the group receiving 100 chemical compounds the solution 
were non-breeders and did not breed following the treat- 
ment. This would seem indicate that large doses the 
chemical are necessary. 

The use acriflavine had apparent bad effect the 
cows except reduce the flow milk for few days. Swell- 
ings were produced along the jugular groove and persisted 
for some time. This swelling was probably due needle 
too large caliber being used for the first injection, 
ing slight leakage the point puncture the vein. 
These swellings appeared within few hours after the in- 
jection the acriflavine and, while they remained for some 


time, they did not seem cause any physical reaction 
the animal. 


While acriflavine has seemed give the best results the 
compounds tried, must borne mind that this work 
still the experimental stage. The treatment now 
being repeated larger doses badly infected herd 
about seventy-five head dairy cattle and hoped that 
more definite information will available later. 


are planning continue the work with acriflavine 
and its related compounds well with other blood-stream 
disinfectants. needless remind the veterinary pro- 
fession the importance this work. Infectious abortion 
our most costly livestock disease. Heretofore very little 
has been accomplished the way checking its ravages, 
and the annual loss growing rapidly. estimate that 
one animal] out twelve the United States infected, 
and that the average animal loss from the disease about 
forty dollars per infected animal. This indicates annual 
loss over $80,000,000. The disease very prevalent 
Europe. 

has never been conclusively shown that this disease 
affects man but the Micrococcus melitensis, which causes 
Malta fever man, very similar both its microscopic 
and cultural characteristics the Bacillus abortus (Bang), 
the organism causing infectious abortion cattle. acri- 
flavine successful the treatment infectious abortion 
cattle there reason believe that might useful 
the treatment Malta fever man. 

This information being given out now chiefly that other 
institutions science may take this promising line 
work experimentally.

The architect cannot build the structure alone; must 
have skilled workmen—artisans—who know how mix 
mortar the right proportions; who know the science 
working with steel and who know the ways working 
While possible for the architect and the artisan 
build such structure, the effort would drab affair 
indeed without the artist, who, with his sense beauty, 
comes with splash color here and bit sculpture 
there bring the building completeness. Likewise 
the development breed discover the same three 
groups workers. 

Artisans—As the construction the great building 
which requires hundreds artisans, the development 
great breed requires numbers men and women. 

Artisans, the sense which speak them, com- 
pose that great company who have chosen 
breed upon which they intend build their dairy. There 
may different degrees artisans the same there are 
different kinds workers the building. just 
essential, however, for every breeder his part the 
building the breed, for every workman per- 
form his duty the building the structure. Breeders 
must dovetail their work completely the stone masons, 
steel workers and wood workers. The greatest essential 
cooperation. This cooperation does not mean mere words 
idle speech, but the development true cooperative 
spirit. 

incident happened the other day which animal 
was placed sale. The owner knew she was non-breeder. 
had tried three four times breed the animal, had 
failed, decided did not want her herd and placed 
her sale let somebody else send her the butcher. 
Such act placing our structure weak stone which 
may cause serious gap later on. not possible build 
with security false statements and misrepresentation. 

know cases where one breeder writes another for 
some animals. specifies that they must certain 
age, true breeders and good condition. relies upon 
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the word one breeder another. When they arrive they 
seem all right, but later results prove that the seller 
dumped some his poorest cows upon man who had 
trusted Such actions will not build structure that will 
credit the breed, but will break down few days 
foundation that has required years build. That not 
cooperation, and true artisan will play that kind game. 


Artists—An artist plays that peculiar part the build- 
ing our structure placing upon the cold gray walls 
the exterior the color and beauty which makes more than 
mere shell. From out the great mass artisans there 
arises the artist. man who can see animal the 
beauty form and conformation. sees more than the 
dollars and cents the milk and butter fat—he sees liv- 
ing thing beauty which can placed before the public 
eye and draw the admiration the crowds. 


the artist the breed that picks from this herd and 
that herd, well develops his own herd, the animals 
which enter the show ring. cannot all artists, but 
have the eye for beauty and type, possible for 
come out the class artisans and join those who can pick 
show animals. The fact that person has become artist 
does not any way relieve him his responsibility the 
breed, but rather lays heavier load upon him. must 
have more the spirit cooperation and play the game 
squarely and fairly, for the breed looking him develop 
pick true type. 

Architects—In our construction world not many the 
people who are interested the building are able archi- 
tects. There may only one architect, yet thousands 
artisans and many artists are employed the building 
one great structure. This applies the development 
breed. From out the great number artisans may come 
few hundred artists and out these there may developed 
only few architects. architect who can pick from 
herd production the best animals, and from another 
herd which the artist has selected, the truest type, and 
combining the two can produce what many call the ideal 
type. Whether reaches the point producing the ideal 
bull ideal cow may questioned, but successful 
will have learned work harmony and cooperation 
with those groups below him. 

cannot all become architects nor artists because our 
qualifications and training may not sufficient, but can 
become masters the particular group which work. 
work real cooperation with every member our 
breed. can eliminate the scrubs our herds and not pass 
them beginner. can show our animals 
for what they are and not what have made them using 
false methods. When have mastered ourselves sufficiently 
work true cooperation with each other, then the struc- 
ture are building will strong enough withstand the 
tempests which drive against it, and will have become 
master artisans, artists and architects.

Once while one comes across title containing the 
names two farms, which usually means that the animal 
bearing passed from one the farms the other either 
dam soon after birth. there rule governing 
the order these names (and aware none), such 
composite will mean but little the average reader, and its 
value doubtful quantity. 


The third practice, which not approve, that 
adding farm name imported animal. this 
savors misrepresentation. speaking so, not forget 
that the practice has found favor with many our most 
prominent breeders and importers, that the name pre- 
ceded, all official references least, the word Imported. 
that may, few will deny that the name the farm, 
becomes far more important than does the prefix, which 
both speech and writing, frequently forgotten 
deliberately omitted. Sometimes the farm whose name 
added not even the importer, the use the name simply 
signifying that one time this animal was that herd. 
pregnant cow being imported could change hands any num- 
ber times before delivering calf, which calf could then 
registered under the trade name the farm owning the 
time its birth. 


Being native Guernsey, views this point may 
prejudiced, but feel that any credit (or discredit) for the
